Young 
Squire was blown into the river; 
by the explosion of a big gaso­ 
line tank. 
Three of the nine persona burned 
were In critical conditions, and may 
die. hospital attendants said. They 
were H arry Hildreth, Milton Parrott, 
and Forest Sebach, all firemen. 
T he fire which started 
when 
a 
spark ignited gasoline betag pumped 
into the tank of a truck at the Knox 
Oil Company’s station, was spectacu­ 
lar. 
A number of gasoline tanks ex­ 
ploded. Thousands of gallons of gaso­ 
line and oil w'ere destroyed. At noon 
today the fire was still burning al­ 
though under control. City authorities 
believed th at all danger of further 
spread Of the flames was past.

fire may burn for several hours, how­ 
ever, It was estimated. 
Members of the local company of 
the Ohio National Guard reinforced 
firemen fighting the fire..
